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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 , 35, 49 and 61 include the limitation of a plurality of pairs of centering elements 
mounted on the opposed surfaces and positioned to guide the oral device around a tooth. The 
centering elements comprise cylindrical bristle tufts that are relatively shorter than the cleaning 
element. Davis (USPN 1 908509) and Haeusser et al. (USPN 4757570) both teach a toothbrush 
with both bristles and centering elements. While the bristles are located on the opposed surfaces, 
the centering elements of Davis and Haeusser are not, nor are they relatively shorter than bristles. 
References such as Szczech et al. (USPN 6397425) teach a toothbrush with various length 
bristles; wherein the shorter bristles could be considered centering elements. However, there is 
no motivation to combine the bristle configuration of Szczech on Davis or Haeusser's opposing 
surfaces. Nor is there motivation to add an opposing surface as taught by Davis or Haeusser to 
Szczech. Additionally, the shorter bristles of Szczech are not disclosed as centering elements but 
just as bristles to clean the teeth, therefore it is unclear if they would actually achieve the goal of 
centering the toothbrush on the teeth. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
